County Court ever held for Pocahontas County, convened at the home 
Of John Bradshaw, at what is now the village of Huntersville, on the 
5th day of March, 1822, the day appointed for that purpose. The fol 
lowing Justices of the peace, each holding commissions signed by his 
excellency, Thomas Mann Randolph, Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Virginia, namely: John Jordan, William Poage; Jr., James Tallman 
Robert Gay, George Poage, Benjamin Tallman, John Baxter and George 
Burner. John Baxter qualified the Court, each member of which took 
the oath of office, the oath of fidelity to the Commonwealth, the'
